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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Young fails to teach a 
front panel comprising a transparent portion, i.e. a transparent material or transparent panel. The applicant defines in indepent claims 1 
and 7 that the front panel includes a transparent portion and defines in claim 19 that the front panel includes an opening. Young shows 
in figures 1-3 a front panel (14) that includes a transparent portion/opening (16) therein. The applicant fails to define in any of the 
independent claims that the transparent portion is in the form of a panel. The applicant merely defines a "transparent portion" or "an 
opening". As broadly defined, the opening taught by Young is considered to be a transparent portion/opening. The applicant argues that 
the glass taught by Royal would be placed adjacent the picture of Young. The examiner disagrees since the glass taught by Royal would 
be placed adjacent the front panel of Young in order to protect the device from dust, dirt, and damage . 
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
